2. AIDS AND ADAPTATIONS: The Social Services Depart¬ 
ment is able to advise on adaptations and the provision 
of aids in the home which may be of use to disabled 
persons. In cases of need adaptations and aids can be 
provided free of charge. These include structural 
alterations to footways, doorways, bathrooms and toilets, 
the provision of,ramps and rails, together with an 
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extensive range of aids (including telephones, under special 
circumstances), designed to help handicapped people lead more 
independant lives. 

3. CARS AND CAR BADGES: Invalid tricycles and sped ally- 

adapted cars for the disabled are available through the 
National Health Service, (see page ICi “ Aids to Mobility”). 

The Social Services Department is able to assist in the 
works necessary to erect a suitable garage. Disabled 
driver’s badges are available through the Social Services 
Department. These badges confer no legal rights.or priv¬ 
ileges on the holder; their object is to ease the diff¬ 
iculties in finding suitable parking spaces for vehicles.

9. MEALS ON WHEELS: Mid-day meals, costing 5p, can be 
delivered to the homes of those who are sick or find it 
difficult to get out or to cook for themselves. App¬ 
lication should be made to the appropriate Area Office. 

10. WHEELCHAIRS: (See page 10,“ Aids to Mobility”). 


Services provided by the Health Department 

1. BATHING SERVICE: The Disinfecting Stations carry out 
a bathing service. Transport is provided if required and 
there is a home bathing service for those incapable of be¬ 
ing transported to,the Stations. 

Applications for this service should be made to the 
Medical Officer of Health, Castle House, 2 Walworth Road, 
S.E.l. (Telephone 703 6363, Ext. 209). 

2. LAUNDRY SERVICE: There is an incontinent laundry 
service provided at the Disinfecting Stations. The 
laundry is collected and then delivered when clean. There 
is no charge for this service. 

Applications should be made to the.Medical Officer of 
Health, Castle House, 2 Walworth Road, S.E.l. (Telephone 
703 6363, Ext. 209). 

3. CHIROPODY: This service is for O.A.P’s and the handi¬ 
capped. Transport is arranged, if needed, with the 
London Ambulance. A domiciliary chiropody aervice is 
carried out by the Camberwell Old People’s Welfare Assoc¬ 
iation, as agents for the Council. 

/^plications can be made directly to the clinics or through 
Castle House, and should be supported by a certificate from 
a doctor. 

4. GERIATRIC CLINICS: These clinics are for men and women 
over the age of 60. As well as being given a full medical 
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examination, they are able to talk about any problems they 
have and obtain advice on such matters as diet, and any services 
they require, e.g. meals on wheels, home helps,chiropody, 
recuperative holidays, etc. Medical reports are sent to the 
patient’s general practitioner for any action he may consider 
necessary, /^plications should be made either to the nearest 
clinic or to Castle House. 

5. MEDICAL LOANS: Patients being nursed at home are able to 
obtain the following nursing equipment on loan free of charge 
from the Health Department:-

6. HEAPING DIFFICULTIES: Patients are referred to their 
general practitioner who then refers them to a hospital if 
necessary. 

7. OPTICAL SERVICES: The Council’s Consultant Ophthalm¬ 
ologist visits patients at home to see if they need to be 
put on the Register for the blind or partially sighted 
persons. The Social Services Department is informed acc¬ 
ordingly, and they then give any necessary help and advice. 
Arrangements for reading glasses,etc. are made privately. 
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Services provided by the Department of Health and 
Social Security 

These services fall broadly under two main headings - the 
Medical and Hospital Services and Social Security Benefits. 

The former are generally initiated by action by the patient’s 
doctor and the latter are obtainable by application to the 
local Social Security Office, whose addresses are below. 

The booklet “ Welfare Rights in Southwark" (see note (b) on 
page 1) should be referred to for details of the services 
provided and for information concerning organisations 
(Citizen’s Advice Bureaux, Qaimants Unions, etc.) willing 
to advise on claims for help. The Voluntary Societies 
mentioned in the following pages may also be able to help. 

Attention is drawn to the following points of special int¬ 
erest to the handicapped. 

1. AIDS TO MOBILITY: Disabled persons finding diff¬

2. ATTENDANCE ALLOWANCE: This is available, tax free, 
for adults and children, over the age of 2 who are severely 
disabled and need constant attendance. Those needing this 
attendance day and night are entitled to a weekly allowance 
of £5-40. A lower rate is becoming available during 1973 
to those whose need is for attendance day or night, ^p- 
lication to the Local Social Security Office. 

3. APPLIANCES: Surgical footwear,, callipers, etc. 

and, for the very severely disabled, equipment like 

“ Possum”, designed to enable a disabled person to operate 
radio, TV, telephone, etc., are obtainable on the recom¬ 
mendation of a hospital consultant. 
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4. SUPPLEMENTARY BENEFIT’S: Tliese benefits bring a 

person’s income up to a certain level, including provision 
for the payment of rent. In addition,discretionary grants 
may be made for special diets, extra heating, clothing and 
footwear, bedding and furniture, removal expenses, etc. 
Application to the Social Security Office.
